PENNSYLVANIA. FLOODS. 

The Sngfiuehaunn Valley Inundated— 
Burstiuf; of tlio Great Boom 
at Wllllaraeiiort. 

Tliousands of People Houseless and 
Homeless-Great Alarm and 
Distress. 



WlLUAMsroRT, Pa., May 21.— Tho great 
boom there broke early this morning and 
sixty 'million logs were swept away. The 

.Susquohanua river haa risen to 'V.i feet, and 
there is a six foot flood through many of tho 
streets. Tho Pennaylvania railroad bridge 
over tho river is standing the pressure. 
Four epuDS of tho Market street bridge huvo 
been washed away, and three of the four 
spans of the Moynard street bridge have 
gone. No lives have been lost here, 

Lkwisiiouo, Va., May 21, — Tho whole 
SuFtjuohanna valley is inundated and the 
destrdotion and destitution is widespread. 
Tho water works, gas works and electric 
light plant of this city are flooded 
and the town suHera aeriotialy in con- 
sequence. Hundreds of families uro 
deaiituto of provisiouH and hoineloea, and 
tho night is entered upon with a feeling of 
horror. Millions of feet of logs and cut 
lumber, and buildings of every kind have 
been gwept patt here in the river since yes- 
terday. BusinesB has been entirely sus- 
pended. 

UoUDAYSBDRo, May 21 — The repo-ts of 
tho bjirating of the reservoir kept .SO, 000 
Blair country people hoDseless and homc- 
lesa last night. At midnight a I'tansyl- 
vunia railroad locomotive brou(;ht the 
warning to GsiDspoint that tho Kittaniug 
point reservoir, tho source of tho Altona 
cities' water supply, had given way and the 
country would soon be ouverod with mil- 
lions of gallons of water. A Ouysport tole- 
grapli nperiktor later received thia message 
from Kittaning : " The dam has bureted, 
for God's sake toll tho Gaysport people 
to fly." The result of these warnings was 
that the entire populutinn at Gaysport, 
Dunonnaville and West Holidaysburg de- 
serted their homes and apent the night on 
the hills, Thia morning the danger was 
iinnounccd to be over, and the people re- 
turned to their homes. 

Bellwood, May 21.— Tho citiz-ns fear- 
ing a break in the Potta grove reservoir 
above their town out tho embankment in an 
oppoaito and safe direction last night. 

The steam schooner Misobief has been 
secnred for the use oi the judges in the 
yacht' races Friday.

Mr. Bolyoa (Belyca k Gregory) argued for 
tho shipowners. 

Mr and Mk.s. .J. Myeu have returned 
from an extended wedding tour through tho 
United States, Europe and Canada, and 
leave this evening for their new homo in 
Soattlo, Accompanying them from Vic- 
toria will be Miaa Loah Phillips, in honor of 
whoso departure a su/priae party waa hold 
in the Hebrew ladies' as80ciation'B{]ha11 lust 
evening.

EDMUND YATES. 

Death of the Well Known .lournalist, Author 
and Theatrical Critic, • 

LoNDO.v, May 21.— Edmund Yates, au- 
thor and journaliet, was stricken with apo- 
plexy on Saturday evoniug at tho Garriok 
theatre, where Lytton's "Money" was 
bein^ played.' He waa removed to the 
Savoy hotel, where he died yesterday after- 
noon. He would have been sizty-three 
years old in July had he lived. Edmund 
Yatca was the son of a welt known aotor, 
some time lessee of the Adelphi, and was 
born in July, 1831. For many years be 
was chief of the missing letter department 
in the post office, and was author of a num- 
ber of popular works. Ho also wrote some 
dramas and was theutricul critic for tho 
Daily Nawn for uix yeara, edited tho 
Temple I5ar Magazine, in whioh his 
novel " Broken to narnesa," appeared, in 
ISGl C>, was tho first edisor of Tinsley's 
Magii/.ine, and a constant contributor to All 
tho Year Round, in which hia novel " Black 
Sheep " was the loading aerial in 18GG-7. In 
May, 1,S72, Mr. Yatos retired from tho post 
oliico to devoto himaolf entirely to litera- 
ture. In tho courao of that year ho wont on 
a lecturing tour in tho United States, ana in 
May, lS7.'i, was appointed London represon- 
tativo of the New York Herald, which p .at 
he resigned in July, 1871, when he estab- 
lished " The World, a Journal for Men and 
Women," which hus a wide circulation, and 
of which he was snlo proprietor and editor. 
In November, 1.S84. Mr, Yates published 
two volumes of " Personal Hominiaoences 
and Experfencoa," an autobiography which 
has gone through four cditiona, Mr Yates 
was in 1884 indicted for libal on tho Earl of 
Lonadalo, and waa aontonced by the Lord 
Chief Justice Jo four month's imprisonment. 



MANCHESTEK SHIP CANAL. 



Formal Openinsr by Her Majesty Mid 
the Greatest Aniouut of 
Eutlinsiasni. 



The Formal Procossiou— Trip of the 
Royal Yacht Dp the 
Chanuel. 

Manche.ster, May 21. — The formal open- 
ing of the Manoheater ship canal was accom- 
plished to-day amid tho greatest enthusi- 
asm. When the Queen arrived ut tho 
station tho cheering of the crowds waa deaf- 
ening. Her Majesty at once entered one of 
tho royal carriages, which had been sent to 
this city in advance, and was driven to the 
town hall, where she was presented with an 
address. From the town hall the Quoen 
and party wore driven to Traffold wharf. 
All along tho eigh t miles of streets the course 
was driven, the greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed. Hundreds of thousands of people 
led tho way. Banners, flaga, floral arches, 
Venetian maata were visible everywhere, 
and the air resounded with cheers. Tho 
Queen was escorted from tho station to tho 
town hall and thence to Traflford wha.rf by a 
gunrd of honor, consisting of a field officer 
escort of tho 1-lth Hueaara. The guard com- 
prised Major Hamilton (in command) two 
ciptaine, four subalterna and 100 non- 
commissioned ofiicera and men. As tho 
proceeslon left tho station a troop of 
yeomanry foil in the rear and accompanied 
the royal carriage to Albert square. 
Four guards of lionor were stationed at 
tho town hall, All Salnt.i' church, Salford ; 
and St. George's church, Chester Road, 
Hulmo. Tho various guards of honor com- 
prised about 1,000 men and 5.UU0 troops 
guarded tho atroots through whioh the 
Royal procession passed. Arriving at the 
TrolTord wharf, the (Jaeen embarked on 
hoard tho royal yacht Enohantroas whioh 
at onco eteamed up tho channel in tho vicin- 
ity of tho Salford docks, where aho formally 
declared the Manchester ship canal open to 
oommeroe. Returning to Tr^fFcrd wharf 
Her Majesty re-entered her carriage and waa 
driven to Salford, where ahe was presented 
with an addreaa by the Mayor and other 
anthoritiea of the corporation. The enthu- 
siasm of SttUor4 was manifested in quite as 
marked a manner aa that of the people of 
Manoheater. The atreeta and buildings were 
magnificently decorated and the iohabitania 
turned ont en masse to take part 
in the celebration of the occasion. After 
leaving Salford Her Majesty was escorted to 
the station, and ut 7:30 o'clock atarted for 
Bilmoral. During tho exercises tho Quoon 
conferred tho honor of knighthood upon tho 
Lord Mayor of Manchester, the Mayor of 
Salford and Mr. Joseph Leigh, M.P., eon- 
in law of Mr. David Adamson, chief pro- 
moter and Qrst chairman of the Manchester 
Ship Canal Company. 



ALEXANDER OF SERVIA. 

The liliior Monarch Ghaugea the Entire Sys- 
tem of ThiDga In His Little Klnedum. 

Beloiude, May 21. — King Alexander, by 
royal decree, has abolished the constitution 
of 1888 and restored that of 1860, giving the 
King the right to appoint one-third of the 
mombera of tho Chamber of Deputies. This 
abrngatca the scrutin de liate system and the 
Bocret ballot. All lawa under tho 1888 con- 
stitution are revoked, Tho Premier haa 
been ordered to form o now cabinet. Tho 
Skuptsohina will bo immediately dissolved. 
Radicals are intensely excited over the 
action of the King. Tho decree was road 
to tho trAops to-day, and a number of 
military offiosra whose loyalty was sun- 
pocted have been retired, while many of tho 
Radical leaders, fearing arrest, have fl^d. 
Tbo radical peaaantry havo been disarmed. 
Much disorder is expected, but civil war is 
not opprohendod.

Ottawa, May 21.— Col. Prior moved a 
resolution in favor of tho adoption of a pen- 
sion list applicable to tho permanent force. 
Ho had expected to see a bill introduced 
into the House this year on this subject. 
The permanent corps were Oanadiao reen> 
lars and formed the nucleus of tho militia. 
Thoy did tho same work aa the Imperial 
regulars and cume under tho same disci- 
pline, but there tho similarity ended. The 
Imperial troops got better piiy and a pen- 
sion. In Canada tho regulars received 
inferior pay and no pension. To kocp the 
force up to a state of perfection tho proposal 
which ho made ought to bo carried out. 

Mr. Divin seconded tho motion. 

Hon. Mr. Patterson, after congratulating 
Mr. Prior upon tho lucidity of his romarks, 
admitted that there was mnoh force in many 
of hia statements. He did not wish the im- 
pression to go to tho country that the Gov- 
ornmont were indifldrent to the interests of 
the permanent force. This would be unjust 
to the Government and nojust to the House, 
because the House, irrespeotive of party, 
had dealt liberally with the retired officers 
of the permanent fortie. If the motion were 
withdrawn he would lay the matter before 
the Oovfrnment. 

Mr., Wood introduced a bill to provide 
that honoy, Paris greon and white lead must 
be stamped aa pure if exposed for sale. 

Mr, Foster, accountant of Dominion

Tho potition of Wm. Smyth for the re- 
moval of Meaars. Hoisterman and Coltart, 
two of the aatigneea of Greou, Worlock & 
Co.'s bank, came up again yesterday before 
Mr. Justice Walkem. 

The assignees had not been given an atll- 
davit by the secretary of the result of 
Friday's meeting, but Mr. Helmcken for the 
assignees admitted the meeting to have been 
in favor of the petition. 

The Court, alluding to the meeting, said 
that the statement waa Inoorreot that the 
judge had been consulted about holding 
such u meeting. There was no consultation, 
but in Chambers in the presence of Mr. 
Bodwell ho had intimated to Mr. Fell that 
he did not wish a score or mare of atHdavits 
presented to him to settle tho question as to 
which side had tho majority of creditors, 
and Mr. Fell had then stated that the as- 
aijiuees had called a meeting to sot that 
mutter at rest. He had then stated that 
that was the best thing that oonld be done. 
In fact he still thought that the assignees 
were well advised in calling the meeting. 

Mr. Fell was glad His Lordship had men- 
tioned the matter, as at thd meedog on Fri- 
day the aasigMes bad been aoottsed. of at- 
tempting to forestall the action of the.Court, 
whereas, us.a matter of fact,., tha.aaalgneea' 
intention had tieen-to ascertain the facta so 
as to present them to the Court and to avoid 
an appeal and further costs by having lioth 
aidea in accord. Ha added that when ha>had 
stated at the meeting that petitioner's solici- 
tor and tho Court wero awaro that the meet- 
ing was to be cilled he was contradicted. 

His Lordship having asked if Mr. Beaven 
would ho willinc to act and Mr. Bodwell re- 
plying in tho allirmativo, remarked that the 
result of tho meeting would bo a guide to 
him, and that ho would bo conBidering the 
withoi of the orcditora in making the order 
wished for. Nothing had bsen alleged 
or proved against Meaars. Heioterman or 
Coltart, but it wag simply tho wish of the 
creditors that they ho removed. Ho aup- 
posed that as buaincES men the creditora 
knew betinr than ho what they wanted. 
Tho question of remuneration for the aa- 
signetB could bo settled between tho solic- 
itors of both sides, or failing that by tho 
Court, costs of both sides to be paid by the 
estate.

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THE SALVATION CITADEL. 

It Will lie Krectcd ou Fort Street and Cost 
Upwards of $13,000— Praetlcal Belief for 
Unemployed— A Salvation Lanncli. 

At the Salvation Army meeting on Sunday 
afternoon tho scheme of a citadel for thia 
city was regularly launched. Tho meeting 
waa a very successful one, from a financial 
as well aa other standpoints. A site haa 
been aelected on Fort street, between 
Douglas and Blacchard and opposite the old 
Philharmonic hall. This will cost $o,500, 
and thn proposed building will involve the 
expenditure of an additional §7,000 to 
$8,000. This will contain of a large room 
for tho regular meetings of the Army de- 
signed to seat about 800 people. Io|the 
basement will be emallor rooms for the 
local corps woik. To the new building will 
be attached quarters for the officers, and the 
divisional war ofhce and general headquar- 
ters for British Columbia. 

Application will be made for permission 
to work in the various j lils throughout the 
Province, and employment agencies will bo 
established at several pomts. Uao schemo 
which ia ratherunique will be the securing of 
a timber limit to which will be taken men 
who are not able to withstand the tempta- 
tions of the city. Business men will be pro- 
vided with tickets which entitle the bearer 
to a meal or lodging, and have been found 
far moro sucoesafnl than the use of money in 
private charily. 

Among the plans for the immediate future 
ia the purohaae of a steam launch for use in 
the waters of thia coaat. There are many 
points along tho coast where the town is too 
small to support an oflicer constantly, und 
for such places tho launch is apeoially de- 
signed. It will bo officered by a regular 
ataffand a baud will bo iHcluded in all voy- 
ages. Trips will be be made to all points 
both on the Island and Mainland as far 
Bo-th as practicable, and at Buffioieutly close 
intervals to sustain the interest in the work.

A 8SAMELESS SLANDERER. ' 

Mr, Thgp. Forster, M.P.P., has, wo see, 
been speeohifyiDg at a poUtioal meeting in 
New Westminater. In the course of his 
remarks ho spoke of the Royal Commission 
Wc wonder that he had tho aaaurance to 
mention the name of the Court of Inquiry 
before which he had not the honesty or the 
manliness to appear. He wag bold enough 
to make acouaations in tiie Legislative As 
eembly, but when the opportunity was given 
him of showinc; that he had reasonable 
{{rounds for those aecuaationa he had not tho 
•courage cither to mako them good or the 
honeaty to confess that they wore preferred 
for political cfTect without a particle of 
evidence to sustain them 

We had abetteropinionof Mr. Forster than 
to believe that ho would be a member of a 
slanderous conspiracy who would be as bold 
as brass when they could prefer their 
charges without having to prove them, but 
would be too cowardly and too mean to pat 
in an appeacanoe before a tribunal specially 
appoin*'ied to find out whether they wore 
true or not. It is difBcult to imagine meo 
acting in a more cowardly and a more con- 
temptible way than Mr. Forster and hia as 
aociates (except the Hon. Mr. Beaven) did 
and are doing with respect to the Commia- 
lion whiofa their own aocnaationa made 
necessary. One would think that Mr. For 
ster would blush with ahamo whenever he 
heard the words "Royal Commission' 
uttered. The part which he played with re 
apoct to thit Commission will bo a disgrace 
to him in the eatimation of all fair-thinking 
and fair-dealing men as long aa bi^i name is 
remembered in the community. 

It ia saiu liiuc conaidorationa of expense 
prevented Mr. Foralor'a appearance before 
tho Royal Commission. Wo do not believe 
this to bo true, Mr. Forster ia not eo poor 
that he cannot afford to come to Victoria at 
hia QWO expense, and he ia not so wanting in 
intelligence that he does not know that if he 
did appear before the Commiiaion, as he was 
in honor bound to do, the Government would 
be obliged to pay hia expenses. Tho true 
oiuee of his keeping away wo are convinced 
is that he had nothing to say, and that lie 
WM unwilling to make the honest ooafession 
beforo tho Judges that he had no evidence 
to produce. 

A VOIOB FROM THE MAINLAND. 

The Times of tbis city has become an echo 
of tho loud and absurd boastinga of the 
Opposition organs on tho Mainland. The 
following extract from the Woatminater 
Daily News shows that it has boon either 
foolishly credulous oi is, knowing the true 
Rtate of affitira, wbietliDg to keep up its own 
courage and that of ita readers : 

" Tho confident attitude of the Victoria 
Times, in view of all tho foots to the con 
trary, in ita prognostications as to the 
strength of both parties on tho Mainland 
and espeoially that portion of it con 
tained within the Uistriot of New 
WeatDiinBter, ia oomtnendable as to its 
hopefulneSR and ainnaing oa to its lack 
of - knowledge of the true stato of affairs. 
The TimcB would bo surprised to know that 
this district ia juat ue safe for tho Govern 
ment as any portion of the Island. We ap 
prehend tliftt the' Times it Bware of this 
fact, but wa cannot but atlmire its tone 



to draw from but ' a ' forlorn hope. The 
Times, jocularly wo presume, remarks that 
the Government makes no effort in this 
direction, inasmuch as it feels confident of 
defeat, and th»ti nothiag oaa be doaeto pre< 
vent the raging atorm from destroying 
everything in its way." 

THE SERVIAN REVOLUTION, 

Tho revolution in Sorvia ia in all probabil- 
ity the beginning of troubles for the young 
King Alexander. Ho ia not yet eighteen 
yeara of age, but he has been King for more 
than five years. His father, Milan, abdi- 
cated in March, 1889, and Alexander, al- 
though not quite thirteen years old, was 
declared his aucoessor. The boy wore his 
honors modestly at first, but of late years 
he has come under tho inlluenoe of his 
father, who ia by no moans a good guide for 
any one, young or old, and the 
present revolution appears to bo 
the consequence. Not long ago Alexander 
diomiased hia miniatora in an arbitrary way. 
Ho was evidently not satisfied with tho 
power ho possoaaod under the constitution, 
and now ho has taken a reaotionary step 
whioh will no doubt be resented by a large 
proportion of the people. It is not very 
oaay for tho sovereign of any country in 
these daya to go back a quarter of a century. 
Tho men who have lived under popular in- 
atitutiona and who have exercised new poli- 
tical privileges will not willingly return to 
a time when the king had the power of ap- 
pointing oue-third of tho meinbors of what 
ought 10 bo the popular branch of the legis- 
lature, and to take up modes of election 
whioh have become obsolete. 

It ia said that Buesla ia at the bottom of 
moat of the political movements in Servia. 
(Jueen Natalie, the King's mother, ia a 
Russian and it is said that she has been 
moat of her married life intriguing in the 
interoat of the Cz\t. This was one 
of the causes of disagreement between her 
and her husband, who did nob live happily 
together and who were separated many 
years ago. It will no doubt be said that 
Alexander is under the infiaenoe of Russia 
and that he depends upon the power of 
Russia to enable him to resist tho oucmios 
whom he will make by his present action 

THE FRENOH TREATY. 

Tho Canadian Guzitto (London) is more 
than usually vigorous when commenting 
upon the opposition that the ratification of 
the French treaty is likely to meet with in 
the Pitrliament of the Dominion. It 
strongly in favor of the treaty and gives its 
reaaous for advocating Ita ratification. This 
is the greater part of what it says on the 
subject in its issue of May 4 

Have Canadian politicians so little elso to 
fight about that they must drag such a iiuea 
tioD as the ratification of the Franco-Cana 
dian treaty into the miro of party contests ? 
There can be no question of principle in dis- 
pute. Politicians of every shade of opinion 
make tho platforma of Canada ring at elec 
tioa times with demands for means of ex- 
tending Canada's trade with the ouiaido 
world, and on this broad basis of the desir 
ability of reciprocal' oommeroe there ii 
everything to commend tho treaty to the 
acceptance of the great nu>jarily of tho cloo- 
torate. Groups may bo found here and 
there to oppose it, and whatconceivablemeas- 
ure would not have its sectional opponenta 7 
The extreme temperance party fear an in- 
creased import of light French wines, and 
ahort-sighted though their opposition may 
be, it ia bona fide. So is that of the handful 
of wine growers in the Niagara peninsula. 
But the trading community generally can 
take a larger view of tho question, and they 
must see how nmch Canada has to giin by 
tho freer ttdinisaion of her lumber untl other 
products to a markut of .'iS millions of peo- 
ple, in return for couceasiona which involve 
on present trade a reduction of leaa than 
$r)0.(JOO in C.inadian revenue, Canada seouroa 
the mininiuni French tariff on many classes 
of goods, buuh as canned meats, condensed 
milk, apples, building timber, wood pnve- 
ment, wood pulp, prepared skins, furniture, 
liooring, and wooden aoa-going ships. Tho 
United States does a largo trade "with 
Franco in these very commodities, and en- 
joys under tho McKinley treaty the mini- 
mum duties whioh Canada would 
secure by tho now arrangement. 
S'Jiiio indication of the benefits to bo derived 
from it ia given in tho ISUIJ report of the 
British Consul at Bordeaux. It ia there 
noted that Norwegian and Russian wood 
imports into France were kept up to thoir 
average ounual figure, because they are sub- 
ject only to the French mininiuin tariff 
ratea, whereas wood and other imports 
from Canada are hampered by the highest 
or maximum duties. Then, adds the Con- 
sul : " It aeems certainly desirable for the 
Interests both of the Canadian timber trade 
and other branches of production that a 
modification in tho existing French duties 
on Canadian produce shoald soon.be arrived 
at ; and considering that an arrangement 
has, in fact, been already concluded to that 
effect between the Canadian and Frenoh 
Governments, which only remains to be 
ratified by the legislative OBaembliea of both 
countries, it niuat bo hoped that thia latter 
event will take ploco without further delay." 
We commend thia extract lo Canadian Icgls- 
lutora. 

There will no doubt bo a very strong 
opposition to the ratifipation of the treaty 
both in the Houae of Commons and in the 
Dominion generally. The temperanQe peo- 
ple are strongly opposed to the lowering of 
the duty on French or any other winca, and 
they are by no means sure that thoro will 
be any counter-balancing benefits worth 
apeakiDg of. 

A RUDE A WAKENING. 

One oan hardly help feeling sorry for 
Coxey, whose dream has boon ao rudely dis- 
pelled. When he set out on hia journey he 
doubtless believed that whon he arrived in 
Washington ho would bo in a position to 
proaout hia petition impressively, and that 
it would bo sure to receive the setions atten- 
tion of Congress,- If he bad been told that 
he would arrive there with a handful of fol- 
lowers, would be treated like a common 
vagrant, and sent to prison on a police 
court charge, ho would have laughed tho 
prediction to scorn. Coxny has caused 
a disturbanoo in the United States. Many 
have oome to grief in tryiug to follow his 
example. It oitn hardly be said that ho 
has done any good to the olasa whioh he 



unemployed in the United States are as 
numerous to-day aa they were when he be- 
gan bis march to Washington, and no one 
baa found a onre for \ the evils which he 
tried to; xemody* Xhere are, howeveri 
many in the States who are seriously 
alarmed at the demonstrations mado and 
the offences committed by the Coxeyitos. A 
strong fooling has been raised against them 
whioh has found oxpreasion In the newspa- 
pers, many ot whioh at first looked upon 
Coxey and hia followers and imitators with 
indulgence. The' San Francisco Chronicle, 
among others, has lost patience with them, 
and calls vigorously for their auppreaaion. 
It aaya : 

It is time for a period to bo put to all thia 
nonsonBo and humbug. That times have 
been hard, that an era of buainosa depression 
hae prevailed, that many men have been 
out of work, and that wages in many kinds 
of employment have been reduced, muet 
be admitted, but all thia furniBbes 
no excuse for the gathering of the 
unemployed at Washington, whether to 
present a " petition in boots," or to seek to 
menace and overawe Congress, Congress, 
as the Chronicle has explained patiently and 
carefully, cannot make work, nor can it give 
away moooy, and if the ao-called Industrials 
persist in their senseless orusades, especially 
if they employ violence to aid them in their 
foolish plans, they should be arrested as 
vagrants and criminals, and taught by a 
few ahurp and eovere lessons that they, In 
common with uU the people of thia country, 
must obey tho laws of tho land. It ia 
charitable to believe that tho inovomont is a 
craze, but even so, It ia not permiaeibk 
allow dangerous lunatics to be at lurgo.

Williams pleaded guilty 
to tiio charge, but .stutod in ex plauation that 
he had tenderL'd a fuij of .^10 for rogintration 
but tho Medical Council had demanded .^100 
and had rtfuHed to isuue a ccrtifioato with- 
out it, Thia the doctor had refused to pay 
as ho waa one of tho oasofl Hpeoially rcH-jrved 
by the Imperial act of IHSG, whioh gave all 
medical men registorod prior to that date 
tho right to practice in all tho colonies aub- 
joot to whatever colonial law might then be 
in force.

ISigbt found them not only out of their 
bearings but fighting a furious gale which 
iucreaaed in violence aa tho hours wore 
away ; by morning they were in sight of 
lanu, but with such a serf running that all 
efforta to make a landing proved unavailing. 

For seven days they drifted about in their 
boat, first exhausting the fow biscuits they 
had brought from the schooner, and then 
depending on a fow ducks which they 
managed to kill. As there was no way to 
cook those, hunger finally forced them to 
attempt them raw. Caulhock managed to 
force down a few mouthfula from time lo 
time but Hughes could not keep the food on 
his stomach and grew we^er day by day, 
Hope waa almoat gone when a landing waa 
ellectod on North ibland. 

Thoir condition waa however but little 
better hero. Their matches wore spoiled 
and, unable to start a tire, they wore facing 
a death combining the horrora of starvation 
and exposure when on tho third day after 
landing a canoe was sighted u mile or ao off 
shore. By almost superhuman efforts 
the now dying men managed to 
get their boat off and drifced out 
far enough to attrage attention. The In- 
dians took them in hand and made a land- 
ing at Virago Sound. 

Here the Siwash medioine men by appli- 
catioDS of hot water to the frozan feet of 
Hughts and Caulbeck, qianaged to press a 
few additional drops into thoir cup of 
misery. Mortification had already set in 
when the men foil into tho hands of Rev. 
Robert Keen, tho missionary at Masset, by 
whom their feet wcro dressed ond all that 
the limited meaoa would admit of done to 
alleviate their aufferioga. 

Caulbeck is only just able to walk, or 
rather hobble, about now, and Hughes ia 
still unable to stand. The fact that both 
wore young and hardy men alone aooounta 
for their now being alivo. Captain McLean, 
ol the Favorite, first learned of tho fate of 
hia men through the schooner Annie C 
Moore, whioh had put in at Muasot for re- 
pairs, and thua were able to report the 
wberoabouta of tho men long before given 
up us dead. 

MAKUSE MOVEMENTS. 

In obedience to a command given hor on 
May 6, by the lieutenant of H.M,S, 
Hyacinth, the sealing aohooner Favorite 
('iaptain McLean) arrived home yeaterday 
morning, having started for Victoria on tho 
same day as she parted with the warship. 
On the way home aho made a brief call ut 
Kyutiuot to land hor Indians, but otherwise 
the trip waa direct. The schooner was 
obliged to forfeit hor guns to the Hyacinth, 
although she was not sealing at the time, 
but making for a school of seals. Tho 
schooner Minnie waa sighted on .tho samo 
day with a catch of ICO, or just 410 less 
than tho Favorite had below her docka. H. 
M.S. Phoasaut was alao heard of on the 
same day, being reported by the Hyacinth 
cruising olF Kodiak island. Tho Favorite 
ia now alongside U. P. Rithet's inner wharf 
where she will discharge hsr cirgo probably 
to day. 

Among tha small craft whioh came into 
port Sunday were : Tho steamora Daisy and 
Mary Hare from Nanaimo with coal ; the 
steamer Veloa from gaanich with oordwood; 
and the Ktcuir.cr Alert from Ladner's 
Linding. 

The steamer Joan's overhauling was com- 
pleted yeaierday, the vessel being launched 
from the new murine railroad early in the 
afternoon. She leaves this morning on her 
regular run. 

Tho steamship Empress of India is due 
from Yokohama to-day or to-morrow. 

Steamer Maude ia due from the Weat 
coast to-day.

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GOVERNMENT POLICY BEYIEWED. 



How the Era of Hard Times Has Been 
Tided Over and Oepressloa ' 

Relieved

Wo have indicated somo of tlic condi- 
tions which all'ectod tho development of 
this Province. Wo have shown, and it 
is contended very conolusiyely, that tlia 
policy pursued was in hairmohy with' the 
expanding elements in our Provincial 
growth and the only successful policy 
possible to pursue. 

Looking over tho controversiiil issues 
of- politics for the past seven or eight 
years, we lind that until very recently 
tho {^overninpnt of British Columbia has 
been blamed more particularly for not 
going ahead fast enough. Its course has. 
been described by those now seeking to 
tiike the lead in public affairs as " tardy." 
It has b^en even designated as the repre- 
sentative of " Mossbaokism." 

Now, however, since the tide of 8i)ecu- 
lation has been turned or held back, and 
we have been swept by tho tail end <if 
tho comet of hard times, tho " evil " iii- 
lluenoes of which have been severely folt 
in nearly every country in the world, wo 
find these aspiring politicians endeavor- 
ing to get astride of the same comet's tail 
and swing into power, crying that llio 
Government have been too lavish and arc 
bankrupting the Province. The endeavors 
of such men who, professing to ba in 
favor of development, condemn tho 
spending of money, would indicate somo 
policy of nebulous inflation whereby by a 
paper fiat thoy would create money and 
capital to build up a country without 
pledging the country's credit for it. 
Their position is anomalous and pre- 
posterous. 

Tho truth is, tho Oovernment of British 
Columbia has been liberal, while con- 
servative. It has made mistakes. What 
(rovernment has not ? Even tho " heaven - 
bom financier" who rules the editorial 
columns of the News-Advertiser, and 
capires to be the next Premier, will ad- 
mit the possibility of oven the E;reatest of 
men, among whom ho modestly classes 
himself, making nn'atakcs. 'J'ho Clovorn- 
niont has spent money where it (Jooined 
it necessary, and held back whore tlio 
burdens of the Province would havo 
boon unduly inoroaaed. Had it listened 
to all the demands for expenditure from 
all quarters, it would have truly bank- 
rupted its resources. Now that bard 
times are upon us, and the necessity for 
retrenchment in every line of business is 
necessary, the wisdom of conservatism m 
pubhc undertakings in tho past is appar- 
ent. The result is that while business 
men have been hauling in sail on all 
sides, tho Government, with luiimpaircd 
credit, is able to go ahead, and thus ma- 
terially ease the financial stringency by 
carrying on needful public works. During 
the past two years had it not been for 
these public works the sufiering experi- 
enced would have been greatly aug- 
mented. 

Tho results of a contrary policy have 
been strikingly illustrated in tho I'nitod 
States, Australia and South America. 
While times wore good tho Government 
in those countries spent money lavishly. 
Whon depression set in, their financial 
resources and credit being crippled, tlio 
cessation of payments brought about a 
general collapse, and the Governments 
weire unable to lend a helpinc; hand, hav- 
ing already depleted their reserve forces. 
At the close of the fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1893, thoro was a deficit of $44, 
888,296. This gave a monthly deficit of 
.$6,412,830. If tho expenditure goes on 
exceeding the revenue at this rate to tho 
end of June, there will bo a delicit of 
over $72,000,000. Tho sijectaclu of 
Co.xoy's army marcliing on to Washing 
ton is unique in history, and oxoiiiplilie! 
a condition of allairs brought about by 
disregard of the lessons of history and tho 
principles of stable government. Coxey's 
army may be, and undoubtedly is, a 
"ctank " inbvement, doomed to dismal 
•" failuve except as n Bnger-post in United 
States history and a monumelit to hard 
times, but it is a legitimate political pro- 
duct. Tho Argentine Rojjublic failures 
were the beginning of tho great monetary 
doi>re8sion. Tho Australian collapse set 
it in full tide, and the American so- 
called " silver question " was its culmina- 
tion. 

These things all reacted on British Col- 
umbia, clepending as it did largely on 

foreign capital, and a very marked pro 
gross has been temporarily checked ; but 
tho remarkable fact is hero to be noted 
that British Columbia, outside of tho 
Dominion of Canada, South Africa and 
New Zealand, is about tho only Province 
or country — to speak of it in that respect 

. — which has been able during a period of 
extreme depression to carry on public 
works in a greater degree even than bo- 
fore, without impairing its credit or 
straining its finances. Since the comple- 
tion of the 6.P.R. there has never been 
Buch activity in railway construction or 

* W*many public .works of benefit iind 
necossity as at present in progreba, or 
within the past two years. 
The wisdom of tho Government has 



beon shown in not having lost its head 
during good times, and being able during 
bad times to carry on uninterruptedly a 
sjstem of wise expenditure. It is during 
such times as these, whon tho ordinary 
avenues of espondituro for private and 
business purposes are closed up and 
econouiies every whoro are ellocted, tlwta 
wiso and liberal policy of expenditure is 
necessary to offset the hardships of labor 
and tide over the financial difficulties op- 
pressing rich aud;p'our alike, - Tt is not in 
our case either, aa it was in tho Province 
of Quebec, when the Government set tho 
unemployed at work in tho old capitol to 
pull down the walls and build them up 
again in order to supply work. Wo 
havo unfortunately uur unemployed, but 
in one way or other wo havo boon ablo to 
provide thom with moans of subsistence 
without .resort in any important degree 
to charity methods. The works carried 
on by the Province now and- in' the past 
have been necessary and iisefiil works, 
such as would have been justified at any 
time and all tho more welcome now. 

It was Sir Leonard Tilley wo think 
who, after inaugurating the National 
Policy, «dvisod tho poaplo of Canada to 
clap on all sad for tho next seven years, 
because in the cycle of events hard times 
would come again. His prescience proba- 
bly w»s better thiiM his advice. During 
the boom times our Government did not 
clap on all sail, but un the other hand, it 
was said, was over conservative and slow. 
Had it done so wo would not to-day have 
been in the position to branch out in ox 
peiidituro when moat needed. 

Already we see tlio unmistakable signi 
of a return of great prosperity in this 
Province. For some years tho luiiib 
industry, which has struggled alui 
against heavy odds, is reviving. Tho 
Hastings Mills, one of tho loading exjiort 
mills in tlio Province, has already cliiir 
tera ahead suthciont to koop it employed 
for the rest of tho year and is now in full 
blast. Victoria, tor the first time in its 
history, is loading lumber for foreign 
markets. Other mills are starting up 
and tho prospec's are excellent. 

Kootenay has millions of dollars worth 
of ore in sight, and tho Nelson T'ribune, 
wo think it was, prophesied that §12,000, 
OOO worth of sdvor would go out in 189-1 
By tho end of tho year it will have three 
systems of railway, tapping its marvel- 
lously rich metalliferous lodos. 

One of tho largest) hydraulic mining 
propositions in Aiperica is materializ'ng 
in Cariboo, where half a million dollars is 
being spent by one company, who look 
for $1, 000, 000 as the first season's clean- 
up. On the Fraser, on tlio Thompson, 
in tho Big Bend country and in many 
other places, tho greatest activity in hy 
draulicing is being shown, with prospects 
of an abundant return. 

Another good season in canning saUnon 
is anticipated, and as a successful inaugu- 
ration of tho dec}) sea fishing has been ac- 
complished, we may look for a steatly do 
velopment of this most important of our 
resources. In finding a market for our 
halibut, our fresh 'salmon and cured fishes 
of all kinds, the gordiah knot has been 
cut and henceforward the export of fish 
will bo a largo one. 

There was never a time either in which 
so much interest has been manifested in 
our agricultural interests, and now that 
tho element of speculative real estate 
values has been eliminatod, farming 
seems to have started on a course of legi 
timate development that cannot but have 
an important effect in building up the 
country and making it rich ; because any 
country or Province without tho back 
bone of agriculture nmst bo fur all time 
handicapped in the import of the neces- 
saries of life which that industry affords. 

With tho improvement on freight rates 
tho competition in British and Australian 
coala will bo less keenly felt, and conse 
quently increased demand for British Col 
umbia coal in tho American market 
which means a substantial revival in tha 
industry, now suffering from a glut in tho 
Coast cities. 

In all these respects the outlook is 
more promising than it ever has been be- 
fore. There is the promise of legitimate 
industries on a large'scale taking the place 
of propositions on ^aper, which in too 
many instances havo failed to answer the 
expectations of either tho promoter or in 
veator. In all those respects, too, tho 
Government has lent a helping hand and 
given every asais'anco possible. 

Tho benoficent result of a policy of ox 
pendituro in development are being shown 
and will appear more fully 'from year to 
year. The Government did not wait for 
lumber to gpt better in price, or xpinea to 
be developed, or the fisheries to go ahead, 
or fanning produce to have a surplus, to 
provide means of communication and pro- 
ject public works. With railways into 
Kootenay, into tho Nicola Valley, into 
Chilliwack, into tho Okanagaii Valley, 
into Cariboo and elsowhoro, there is a cer- 
tain prospect of these various districts at- 
taining to a tnoisuro of their oi)[)urtuni- 
ties. In other words, tho Oovorniiicnt 
has nut waited for the times to get good 
to move iu those matters. They havo, 
to drop into metaphor, - greased the 
wheels of Fortune's car in order lhat she 
may arrive more speedily.

Bar. I>r< Uampbelll Lectures on Its Change 
ITrom tlie Seventh to tbe First Day 
of the Week. 

Tho First Preabytorian ohuroh waa filled 
Sunday evening to hour Rev. Dr. Campbell 
looture on the change of the Sabbath from 
tho aeventh to tbe firet day of the week. 
He said that the original institution of the 
Sabbath waa found in Genesis, and although 
it was tbe seventh day of the vreek in re- 
lation to God'a work, it was the first in ro- 
Ution to man's ; for before he entered on the 
toil of tilling the girden of Eden he en- 
joyed tbe blessioga of tha Sabbatb. the day 
on.wtiich Godi rested, from, all his work of 
creation. It vtiB.olearl that the hebdomidal 
division of time was obserTed down through 
the ages from Adam to Noah, from Noah to 
Moses. Xhe word "remember ",,wltb which 
the fourth oommandment' beigins seems to 
Indicate that the Sabbath was well known 
to the Hebrewa, for indeed no oew law 
was given at Sinai, and the fourth com- 
mandment only put the law of the 
Sabbith in a more definite form than 
it formerly waa. The essential ele- 
ment in the fourth commandment is 
setting apiirt one day io seven for rest, 
and BIX duya for labor. Emphnsis ia laid 
upon tho kiea of tho Sabbath. " Romomber 
tho Sibbatli day," not tho sovonlh day, " co 
keep it holy," and tho command closes with 
tha statemuuL, " Whareforo tho Lord blesaod 
the Sabbilh day," not tho seventh day, 
" and hallowod it." White in tho body of 
tho connnundment the sovonth day ia men- 
tioned ua tho day of rest tho stress is not 
laid in scripture on tho sovonth day but on 
tho Sahbith, uud that too whether tho day 
observed as tlio Sabbnth bo tho seventh or 
lirut day of tho weols. After the rosurrco- 
tion of Chriat tho Apoatles and ourly 
Christians ceased to keep tho sovputh day ns 
the Sabbath, but substituted tho first day of 
the week, which was called tho " Lord's 
day." It ia true that for some timii con- 
verts from .Judaism strove to have tho 
Jewish Stibbiih incorporated in tho 
Christian church, and thus tho aeronth and 
the first day of the week were observed in a 
few places, but we never once find tho fol- 
lowers of Jefiua after his resurrection 
neglec.ing the first and assembling on 
the seventh day for religious service. 
Jesus appeared after his resurrection to his 
followere gathered together for worship 
seven times. Tho first two were on the /inl 
day of the week, and surely it is not unreas- 
onable to snppose that tbe other five were 
also on that day. The precepts and com- 
mandmenta which Jesus gave to His dis- 
ciples daring the forty days after His reaur- 
reotioD we learn from the acts and writings 
of these inspired men. One thing in partic- 
ular they did by precept and ex.kmple : 
they taught the churches which they organ- 
ized to meet on the first day of the week for 
worship, an imnortant part of which was 
the celebration of the Lord's supper, which 
scema concilia! voly to havobeonan injunction 
of Chriat himself. As the easential elements 
of tho Sabbnth were transferred to the first 
day of the week it ia of little moment 
whether tho name was transferred or not. 
As the Pasaover tookanow name the "Lord's 
Suppor," BO the first day of the week, which 
is not a continuance of the Jewish Sabbath, 
but a substitute for it, ia called the " Lord's 
day. If the work of creation should be com- 
memorated by observing tho seventh day as 
tho Sabbath of the Lord, hoiv much more 
the new creation secured by the resurrection 
of Jesus on the first day of the week ? If 
the redemption of tho Hebrews from the 
bondage of Egypt by Moses was commemor- 
ated under the Old Testament by the ob- 
servance of tho seventh day as the Sabbath, 
how much more should the redemption of 
the World by the Son of God be commemor- 
ated under the New Testament, by observing 
the first day of tho week as the Christian 
Sabbath, which redemption was cou)pleted 
on than day by the resurrection of Christ. 
Thus Christians commemorate tho comple- 
tion of the woik of redemption on the first 
day of tbe week, as tbe Uebrows and their 
progenitors did the work of creation on tho 
seventh. As the work of redemption is 
more import'ant than that of creation, so the 
Iiord's day ia of greater importance than the 
Jewish Sabbath. The liord's day isa feastday 
of the resurrection of Christ, as the Jewish 
Sabbath waa a feast day of the creation. 
Within a few years of the asoenaion the 
change of day was a completed fact, the in- 
spired Apostles giving up the seventh and 
adopting tho first doy of the week as the 
Chriatiftn S.il)bath. ( Acts xx, 6 7 ; I Cor., 
xvi, 1-2 ; Rov. i, 10, etc.) 

A direct command for tho change of day 
is not tsscniially neccaeary, for the acts of 
Christ and His inapired followers are as 
authorativo aa direct commands. It the 
principle is tauphb in tho Word it is all that 
is ncccsgary. 'The dootrino of the Trinity 
thpjt FAthtr, Snn and Holy Ghost are three 
pernonti in cne God, is nowhere proclaimed 
in tho Scriplurca, yet io is taught in prin- 
ciple, and wc accept it. So tho substituting 
of the first day for the seventh, although not 
comniandod or proclaimed in so many words, 
it is the principle carried out by Christ 
after his resurrection, and his Apostles and 
the early Christians, and wo cannot make a 
mistake in followirg their example.

"I'ho Britiiih Columbian section of the 
Botanical Club of Canada has added since 
la!)t report tho following names to its mem- 
bership roll ; laabol Looming, Annie Black- 
bourne, Liz/.io Fletcher, Agnes Petit, Mabel 
Sylvester, Chun. Steora, Arthur Thoniuy, 
Charles Wilaon, Geo.

I'ickard, Richard Halo (all 
pupils of tho Victoria High school) ; Mrs. 
Albert J. Hill. Now Westminster ; J. K. 
Honry, B,A., Vancouver; Samuel Moore, 
IS.

Tho above, with thoso before reported, make 
a total momherahip of 101 for this provinco.

My father, who has been taken to the mercy 
of the Merciful, often talked to us of Queen 
Victoria, but he died without seeing her. 
I met many Englishmen in my time, not 
only of the royal wwy and army, but also 
civilians, merchants and travoUors, and I 
wondered why they all spoko of their 
Sovereign, not in a formal way as did tho 
people of other nations, but with enthusi- 
asm and .ifl'eotion. Thia made mo mentally 
to liken her to that mountain of loadstono 
mentioned in tlio ' Thousind and One 
Nights,' which drew the nails out of the 
sides of the ships that passed that way. 
Even so did tho hearts of tho Englishmen I 
have hitherto mot seem to bo drawn as a 
mognet to Her Majesty, I came to Eng- 
land and found the same hearty loyalty per- 
vading all classes. May that great God 
bless her and the royal offcipring and tho 
mighty people over whom she ruloj ! I can 
say no moro, for words fail nio to express 
what my heart feels. A thousand times I 
say God bless her."

Tho iirsc of the llotiila rounded tho harbor 
entrance shortly after noon yesterday, and 
waa a few minutoa later at anchor — tho 
Kuiiiitr. Cap'ttin \V. CI. Hoilbron, one of the 
BwiftOHl of tho Seattle Hoot. After her 
came ibe K-lpio (Commodore Fred. E. 
ftanders' lUghliip). the well known HJna M., 
the sloop rigged ri^gid Foam, tho Uorie, the 
Bremerton and iim Eirl— all flying the 
.Seattle yucbt club's oulora. Old frionda and 
new ;ic(|U'iiutanoei. — 1,11 are welcome, and 
th'" p>fopie of Viciori-t wish everyone, from 
c.bin b y to oomniodoro, a merry week, 
tt hich they will do their best to provide. 

This creditable fl^et rendezvousud at West 
Saattle on S»lurduy night, and weighed 
ttoobor at 9 30 a.m. Sunday morning at a 
sigoul from the commodore. Heading for 
Purl Townaend, more than half the distance 
was covered with fair tboUKh light wind in 
a drizzling rain, which gave out just as tbo 
ibtil,.. approached Point No Point, There 
tho " tide-rips " gave all bands considerable 
exercise before they were succeeded by a 
fair broizfl which took the yachts into 
Townaend. There they remained at anchor 
until 4 30 yesterday morning, when the 
Kelpie took the load and the race to Vic- 
toria commenced, The strong wlAd dying 
to a light breiz!, soon gavo the Rainier 
and the Edna M. an advantage over their 
deep draft rival, whom they crept up 
to and passed. Then came a variation 
(□ot agreeable) in the form of deuao fog, 
through which all hands steered by chart 
and compass, nor were permitted to sco 
each other until the cloud-bank lilted, to 
disoloao the Edna M. in the lead and just oil 
tho San Pedro wreck. In her wake was tho 
Kelpie, steering straight for tho harbor and 
not a foot out of her course, with the 
Biinier otf to leeward Aud taking advantage 
of the current. Tho tide was running out 
and BO the fleet did not enter harbor until 
all aboard liad lunched ; tho remainder o! 
the day wac spent in eutcrtaliituK callers 
from the city, holystoning tho decks ond 
prep^tring gauarally for tho coming carnival 
of sport and pleaeure. 

The Kelpie (the commodore's orafi) is the 
largest yacht on the Sound and the most 
licavlly built, drawing eight feet of water. 
Her great draft of water of course fits her 
admirably for deep sea acrvico and nmkee 
her very secure ; with a full gale blowing 
she can '-beat 'em all," ounaiqucntly 
her skipper aud his crew hope tor big 
winds on tho racing day. Commodore San- 
dcra hua sailing with him this time Mesare. 
Alvin (jailey, Carl Siebrand, H. Kaimons, 
N. \V. Bolster, Will Cirson, B. H, Colby, 
and E. C. Ciwley. 

Uuliko these gentlemen, tho Rainior'u 
people are whistling for light breezes, for 
there tlicy are strong. Siucj last summer 
the Rainier has been generally overhauled, 
changed from sohooner to sloop-rig, and 
given a largely inoreased area of sail. With 
this in light wind aha can run away from 
Kelpie & Co , and this is what ia expected 
of her by Mesprs. W. C. Heilbron (captain 
and owner), W. P. Skillinge, Col. C. G 
Lyons, Paul d'Hoirrv, Howard W. Baker, 
Fred. Bauaemann, J. H. Johnson, George 
James, Martin Janaen and A. M. Towlo. 

Tho well-known Edna M. is sailed this 
year by her owners, R. R. Spencer and Lea. 
tor TuTDor, with a crew composed of Messrs, 
Jake Wall, Dr. 8. G. Hill, F. Lentz. E I. 
Streeoy, John Mather, Fred Wayne and Ruy 
Kinm. Henry and J. Heosall are io com- 
m-.nd cf the ftremerton, which is looked to 
for fast time ; tho crew of tbo Foam are 
Measra. A C. McLeod (captain), George 
S'onfi aud Joseph Fellows ; while on board 
the Djris are Captain J. Nelson and Mesara 
H. Nugent, A. Nelson, Ed. Jones, Neila 
Christopher and Ed. French. The crow of 
the E.vrl was not obt;»inablo last evening, 
but will be announced tomorrow. All tho 
yachts now here are fine cruisers aud elabor- 
ately fitted up for tho accommodation of 
their crews and their guests ; unfortunately, 
neither the Graoie Feliiz (laac year's winner), 
tho Margery, nor tha Xora will be here, tho 
shortness of time preventing them for fitting 
out for the cruise. 

Commodore Uftrneaon and his Port Toivu- 
Bond fleet will very poaaibly bo found in iho 
harbor when the sun rises this roornlDg ; 
they were looked for last night but bad not 
then arrived. From Everett are coming the 
Storm £Ung (C. E. Montandon and A. R. 
Whiejey, jr.), tho Sickle (S. W, Peterson), 
the Sinecure (H. Caddewood) and tho Agnes 
(Colin Campliell). These were to have loft 
Everett Sanday,and shouldarrivc hero oarly 
this morning. Boats from Bellingham Bay, 
AnacortoB, Taooma, Vancouver and other 
points will follow them in— it will bo a groat 
week for yachta and yachtsmen.
